worth—I believe to be those by Mon­ 
taigne and Benjamin Franklin. The 
latter, especially. 
I have read the 
Franklin autobiography over many 
times, and each time it reads fresh­ 
er and more interestingly than be­ 
fore. 
These two men wrote honestly 
and frankly. 
They acknowledged 
their errors, told of their mistakes, 
and explained how they built their 
characters. 
Few men 
In 
history 
have been more admired and loved 
than Benjamin Franklin. Both in 
America and abroad he was looked 
upon as one of the great men of 
Ills time, and he Is today revered 
as such. 
Franklin began when very young 
to self-examine himself. 
He 
w'as 
frugal, thrifty, and inventive. 
He 
owed much to his early efforts iii 
writing, and gave credit for much 
of his advancement to his ability to 
express himself clearly and simply. 
Ile had much to do with the early 
newspapers of the Colonies and be­ 
came famous as a printer. He be­ 
lieved that “nothing 
w’as 
useful 
which was not honest.” 
Each day, for years, Franklin kept 
a notebook handy and jotted down 
what should be done in order to gain 
self-improvement. 
He would ex­ 
amine himself at the close of each 
day, and go over what he had said 
and done. Deprived of early school­ 
ing, lie schooled himself. He read 
worthwhile books, organized a club 
where discussions w'ere held about 
books and problems, and made it 
a rule to meet people who stimulated 
his own mind, In his later years he 
was known as Dr. Franklin and un­ 
doubtedly wats considered one of the 
wisest men of his day. 
Perhaps a few fragments of my 
ancestry hovered about tills great 
man, for in his 
autobiography 
I 
came across this paragraph: “And 
after some time an ingenious trades­ 
man, Mr. Matthew’ Adams, who had 
a pretty collection of books, and 
who frequented our printing-house, 
took notice of me, invited me to his 
library, and very kindly lent me 
such books as I chose to read!” 
The autobiography or Benjamin 
Franklin should be a must reading 
in every schoolroom iii the land. 
Such an idea would result in bet­ 
ter human beings in this world
